Applicant argues that the examiner provided no motivation for the combination of art and modification of Gonzenbach at 
al. This argument is not found persuasive because Gonzenbach et al. and Bonda et al. are both drawn to sunscreen formulations 
comprising homosalate and Bonda et al. teach preferred amounts of said component to use. Based on Gonzenbach et al. failing to teach 
percentages of homosalate to use one of skill would have looked at analogous art to find a preferred percentage range. Applicant also 
provides additional arguments based on the proposed amendment, however said amendments are not entered and therefore said 
arguments are moot. 
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
